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, ; Rules of Admission of Pupils, Eto.: 


1. Allthe Deaf and Dumb of the State, between the ages of 
ten and thirty years, are entitléd to an education, without charge 
for board or tuition, in this Institution, upon compliance with.the 
rules. No certificate of any kind is required for admission. 
Persons, however; desirous of placing a pupil in the school, should 
write to the Superintendent, informing him of the name, age, and 
residence of the mute; the ¢ause, if known, of deafness, &o. 
The Superintendent will immediately answer, stating the time 
when the pupil will be received. This course is, in all cases, re- 
commended, though none will be refused who come at the com- 
mencement of the session. Applications in behalf of persons 
more or less than the required age, will be considered by the Trus- 
tees, who reserve to themselves the right to accept or reject such 
applicants, as they may deem just and proper. i 

2 Pupils from other States are received at a rate of one hun- 
dred dollars per annum, for board.and tuition. ‘ e> 

3. The length of the course of instruction is five years ;, and 
that the sudents may become more proficient in their studies, 
they are allowed and advised to remain one year more. At the 
end of six years; the Superintendent may select such pupils as he 
may consider would be particularly benefitted by continuing long- 
er at school; andif'approveđd by the Board of Trustees, they shall 
be permitted to remain an additional yéar, 

4. Pupils will be admitted on thefollowing conditions: 1st. The 
pupil, well provided with clothes, is to be brought to the Institu- 
tion punctually, at te:commeneement of each session, for the pe- 
riod of five years, unless detained at home by his or her sickness. 
2d. The pupil is to remain in the school until the last Wednesday 
in June of each year. 3d. No parent or guardian shall be allow- | 
ed to take’’ pupil ‘out ‘of school without the consent of the Board:

5. It is the intention of the Trustees to render the Institution

A constant oversight of its general 
management, and a careful examination of its accounts, satisfy us 
that its pecuniary affairs have been judiciously and economically 
administered. The Trustees take this occasion to express -their 
entire confidencefin the management of its educational and internal 
affairs. The Principal, Instructors, Matron, and all connected 
with it, seem peculiarly fitted for their various positions, to make 
the Institution what the people of the State intended it should, 
be. The Trustees feel that the Wisconsin Institute for the Edu- 
cation of the Deaf and Dumb will compare favorably with any 
similar institution in the United States in the manifold ‘blessings 
it-dispenses to that unfortunate class of persons it was Intended 
to benefit. 

No appropriations for building the west wing, as asked for in the 

st Annual Report, having beén made, the building committee 
have been discharged, and such being the condition of our coun- 
try, the Trustees do not feel at liberty to ask for any other appro- . 
priations than such as are indispensably necessary to pay the our- 

rent expenses of the Institution. 
' The following appropriations are respectfully asked for the 
ensuing year: For current expenses, $12,700 ; for indigent pupil's, 
$200.

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.. PRINCIPAL'S REPORT. 


Yo the Board of Trustees : 


GENTLEMEN—The past year has been one of prosperity and 
‘blessing to the Institute. Excellent health has prevailed among 
ihe.pupils. Cheerful countenances, eyes and minds intently fixed 
on the exercises and instructions of the class rooms, the study, the 
chapel, and of the several places of labor; the quarterly reports of 
industry, application, behavior and scholarship, all have given as- 
surance of steady and commendable improvement. 

Clashing interests have not broken the harmony of the various 
departments; while nothing of a serious nature has occurred to 
interrupt earnest and constant attendance upon daily duties. In 
these blessings we would recognize distinctly and gratefully the 
-hand of the Father of Mercies. 

The officers and instructors are the same as at the last report, 
although the matron, in consequence of a change in her domestic 
relations, bears now the name of Mrs. L. Eddy. She has consent- 
-ed to remain in the position she has so well filled for several years. 

The pupils, catalogued during the year, number eighty-six. 
During the session commencing Sept. 5th, 1860, and ending June 
26th, 1861, there were seventy-five pupils in attendance.  Forty- 
six of these were males and twenty-nine were females. Fourteen 
of the number were admitted for the first time at the opening of 
the term. 

Four of the pupils of the most advanced class completed the 
prescribed seven years course of study last June, and were honor- 
ably discharged. Several others, who had been with us from five 
to six years, have not returned. Two have accompanied their 
parents to other states, while others still have been prevented by 
domestic circumstances from pursuing their education at present. 
There are sixteen in all whose return is notlooked for. "The addi- 
tion of four whom we still expect, will make the number in atten- 
dance the ensuing term, seventy-one UC 


CLASSIFICATION, 


The pupils are divided into five classes according to their res- 
pective standing in scholarship. In these there are the pupils of 
‘seven years. A complete classification would require at least 
seven classes, and as many instructors, but circumstances have ren- 


dered it impracticable to maintain so large a corps of them. 


A TEACHER CAN INSTRUCT BUT ONE CLAES. 
Phe-reason why a teacher cannot attend to more than one.clags 
may néed some explanation: Almost the whole time in the class- 
-room is devoted to giving instruction. Could several lessons be 
assigned to -the -pupils to be studied ,during the day, while the 


x 
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teacher was mainly occupied in hearing recitations, as is the case 
in common schools,-he might have charge of several classes. But 
such a method would accomplish very little with the deaf and 
dumb. Unacquainted as they are with written language, | to 
multiply tasks tor them to study, would be like requiring a stu- 
dent to learn lessons in a foreign tongue without the'aid of a 
grammar or dictionary. To the deaf mute, his teacher must be 
both grammar and dictionary; must be at his side continually ; 
must plan and direct, oversee, correct and explain every exercise. 
Commencing with the simplest elements of language, and acquaint- 
ing his pupils with these, not by formal teachings and written 
rules, but by numerous and striking examples, he leads them on 
to the apprehension of the first principles of syntax, and from 
these he advances slowly to the more complex. 


SIMPLICITY OF THE PROCESS OF GIVING THE FIRST INSTUCTIONS. 


The impression prevails quite generally that great diffieulty.and 
mystery involves the process of commencing the instruction of 
the deaf and dumb, and that these vanish as we proceed. Pre- 
cisely the reverse is true. The method of teaching the alphabet, 
and the names of objects, qualities and actions, is simple. It is 
substantially the same that is pursued with a child that hears and 
speaks. Instead of requiring the pupil to utter a sound which ig 
the name of a letter or of an object, we require him to make a 
certain motion, which is its name, or representative, and also to 
imitate on the slate the letter or word which is there presented to 
the eye. Instead of speaking the letters of the alphabet with his 
tongue, he speaks them with his hand. Instead of pronouncing the 
syllables, he forms with his hand the letters that constitute the 
word. No great difficulty is experienced in teaching him to sub- 
stitute the written characters for the manual, nor the manual for 
the written. The gesture or sign that indicates a word, he readily 
learns to substitue. ` 

A teacher who understands the art of awakening the interest of 
a child and keeping its attention closely fixed on. one thing at a 
time, and long enough to fix it well in the mind, will sueceed in 
teaching the alphabet, both the manualand the written, in from 
one to three days. If this art be not understood, weeks may be 
spent in the effort. " l 

In the course of a month, the pupil can be made familiar with 
quite a number of words, and able to express them in three dif- 
ferent ways: speaking them wiin his hand, writing them on the 
slate, and making the gesture or sign for them. 

If the pupil be naturally.of a sluggish or feeble intellect, or 
has received no proper attention at home, the advance must of 
course, be proportionally slow, and trying to the tact and patience: 
of his instructor. ` ae M MP ow 
. "The processes that have been alluded to, continued as they must 
be from day to day, are-likely to become niohotonous; and when 
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düterest flags, or attention. wearies, there can be little progress. 
Tó ‘prevent: such results, not only at the commencement, but 
-throughout the entire period of instruction, will severely try the 
teacher's skill in his prefession. 

Difficulties: met with i imparting the first instructions to the 
deaf and dumb are trifling compared with those that follow. These 
increase and multiply with almost every advance. Much might be 
written in explanation of these, and of the methods devised by 
teachers to overcome them.

THE DIFFICULTIES STATED AND EXPLAINED. 

These difficulties may be classified as follows : 

Ist. The unfavorable and peculiar condition of the minds of 
the deaf and dumb, in consequence of their inability to hear and 
gpeak. l 
Pa, The radical difference of structure between the language 
of gesture and of speech. : i 

3rd. The nature of written language, —with its arbitrary prin- 
éiples of- orthography, etymology and syntax; its different parts 
of speech, with their regular and irreguiar conjugations, varia- 
tions, prefixes and terminations; numberless exceptions to rules, 
and deviations from fundamental principles; the many significa- 
tions of words—simple, figurative, and in their thousand combina- 
tions with other words; the peculiar idioms of language; the 
differences in style, phraseology and terminology appropriate to. 
narrative, disquisition, conversation, business, and to various 
branches of industry—these present numberless and ever recur- 
ring difficulties, enough to. baffle the skill of teacher and disg- 
‘hearten the zeal of pupil, could he but realize them. 
.: Did the deaf mute enter upon the work of surmounting such: 
‘obstacles with a mind, whose memory, observation, judgment, and 
every faculty had been quickened from infancy by daily contact 
with other minds in the rivalries and excitements of childish sports ; . 
the varying occupations and enterprises of youth; the constant 
interchange of thought by tongue and èar; he would bring to the- 
undertaking an amount of intellectual force; a temper and keen- 
ness of mehtal acumen that' would greatly facilitate "his acquisi- 
tions, not only in language but in every other study. 

Véry different, however, from this is the condition of the deaf 
mute when he‘ enters an institute. He may possess naturally a 
superior order of mind, but liis closed ear lias shut out from him. 
most of the knowledge and inéitement to mental effort, which. 
Hearing children ‘are ‘receiving every hour. He learns no words 
no séntenées,.no names for simple or complex ideas, and, of 
couide, has not the faintest/coneeption-of the relation and arrange- 
merit of words.to express ideas. His deafness prevents' his hear- 
ing ahd ‘inlitating. articulate sonida; which othérd-make. His 
‘tongue: ‘dnd mind! ate consequently "itiemployéd ‘ih spronounciig, . 
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"words, in arranging them properly into sentences apd thus, bythe 
agreeable and improving effort of expressing.thought, familiarik- 
ing himself practicadly: with the rules, idioms, sighifieationa an" 
the ten thousand other peculiarities and subtilties 0f langudge—- 
that wonderful product of mind and instrument of thought. ‘These 
4ligádvantages are augmented in many instances by the well-mean- 
ing but unwise indulgence of parental tenderness, whith withholds 
from such children that domestic government and training which 
are needful for all. They are too often excused from bearing a 
proper part in household labors and home employments—daily 
_ engagements which have a healthful and invigorating influence 
on mind and body ; forming habits of industry, forethought and 
observetion, which are a very needful preparation for more direct 
and severe application at school. , 

The radical difference of structure between “ the sign language" 
and spoken or wrilten language presents another very serious dif- 
culty,—the most serious, perhaps, of all The deaf mute readily 
acquires the sign language sufficiently to answer the ordinary pur- 
poses of thought. Were those "signs" simple representatives of 
words, and, in expressing ideas, were they combined, in any cdn- 
siderable degree, after the order of words, the task of substituting 
the latter for the former would be greatly lessened. But “the 
sign language " is independent of words and of their grammatical 
arrangement. It ig a series of theatrical representations of ides, 
hearing scarcely more resemblance to the words that would-ex- 
press them than a landscape drawing bears to the words that a 
writer would use in describing the scene. P 

A deaf mute might possess an artist's eye and skill, and might 
be able to present a fine landscape or some ideal conception on 
canvass which would convey to every spectator exactly what was 
in his mind, but require him to interpret or deseribe his painting 
im appropriate words, and years of instruction and study would 
he requisite. M 

Let even his own painting be graphigally deseribed in words by 
some nne else, and he would need years of instruction before he 
would he able to recognize the deseription. A partially educated 
deaf mute may have distinct and vivid coneeptions in his ming, 
and may he able to picture these in:gestures to a delighted com- 
pany of mutes, and yet might utterly fail in any effort to-present 
thé same ideas in written language or to recognise them. in the 
langnage -of another person—so, entirely different are the two. lan- 
:guhges in their elementa and gtrudinre, ` Ru 

.'Bpoken language is learned from day. to day by the hearing 
Sbild, and becomes the medium through which. be i£dceiveb. canid 
4mparis ideas. The ear to receive and the tongue tp impart, Ío- 
-gather form a sort of galvanic circle of ideas, to.the electrical. infu- 
ened of which he is-continually exposed; the yery qirche breathes 
apd which vibrates upon his ear, is evar pulsating with the :harmo- 
nien-of thought, and pouring into his mind the.numberlesseon- 
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ceptions that flash out from other minds, and which, as they ente ~” 
his own, start up new thrills of intellectual life, = : turi 

Acquainted with spoken language, às the hearing ehild'is, to:a 
considerable degree, in the very commencement of his educational 
course, he has in té a complete panoply for effective service; besides 
being in a measure invigorated, skilled and drilled by the constant 
use of it in his earlier years. 

The deaf mute-has all this to acquire after he enters an Insti- 
tution, He is to a great extent educated when he has acquired it. 
In this acquisition he is unaided by the ear. He receives com- 
paratively little assistance from the daily use of language as a me- 
dium of intercourse with other minds; his language of gesture 
must be used for this purpose, and it not only furnishes no direct 
aid in acquiring written language, but even places obstacles in his 
way—yet it cannot to any great extent be dispensed with. 

He is compelled, almost from the first, to study language accord- 
ing to its grammatical rules and abstract principles, to the com- 
prehension and application of which the young mind is disinclined 
and, to a great degree, disqualified. Theoretical grammar, it is 
well known, isa very dry and difficult study even to hearing chil- 
dren who already understand it practically. How much more so 
should it be to the deaf mute under all the disadvantages that 
have been set forth ? | 

The student who sets about acquiring a foreign language, has a 
serious task before him; but not to compare in arduousnesss 
with the undertaking of the deaf mute: He is already in posses- 
gion of one language; has been sharpening, invigorating, 
and cultivating many, if not all of his intellectual faculties, 
and laying up stores of minute and general knowledge, in the daily 
use of his mother tongue. Yet how many fail of acquiring the 

xéady and correct use of a foreign language! 

' "The attention of the deaf mute pupil must not of course be 
confined to this one important study. Geography, Arithmetic, 
History, Bible Truth and a respectable share of general informa- 
tion must be aequired. A trade, too, is to be learned at the same 
time ; and all is to be accomplished in seven terms of ten months 
each. "How many children, in the possession of all their senses, 
" would ‘successfully prosecute such a work ? 

The consideration of difficulties so serious would lead many per- 
sons to the conviction that the task of overcoming them was a 
'hopeless-óne; and did not a most marked and gratifying degree of 
success attend the effort in so many instances, we might mot feel 
warranted in advocating the enterprise, But the happy results 
that have followed the experiment of educating the deaf and dumb

are too well-known to call for special mention. ` 


JDUB PROPER AGE FOR THE ADMISION OF PUPILS. 
| Where so much is to be accomplished, under disadvantages 60 
great, and in the short space of seven years, it must be evident to 
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evéry one that the period in life most favorable for improvement 
should be selected. It is s great mistake to suppose that deaf 
mutes should be sent to an institute while very young. Experi- 
ence of this and of older Institutions proves that few if any should 
enter before the age of twelve, Entering at'ten they may learn 
quite well for a while, but as the instruction advances from simple 
words to abstract ideas and principles, they fail to comprehend, 
fall behind their older class-mates, rendering it necessary to put 
them back one and even two years. Consequently, at the end of 
their seven years, they are aavanced only as far as pupils of five 
or six years. 

They leave the Institute at the early age of seventeen or eigh- 
teen, about which age they are really only well prepared by the 
previous years, instructions, to make substantial attainments, and 
to master the increasing subtilties of language, and of the other 
branches which are taught in the latter years of the course. 

Entering so young, they are unfüted to commence a trade for 
several years, and then time sufficient is not left to acquire one 
while in the Institution. : 

Were the period of instruction extended to nine or ten years, 
ihe objections to admitting pupils at the age of ten would not'be 
so serious. Still, young children need a mother’s care, and the 
preparatory training at home before being in proper condition to 
enter an Institution. The training and developement of the hands, 
body and mind received by the labors and sports of children at 
home are important preparations for the more serious application 
of school. Some of the pupils brought to us have been taught at 
home the manual alphabet, to form the letters on a slate; to write 
the names of simple objects and actions, and have had their minds 
stimulated to activity in various ways. A very marked difference 
exists between these and such as have been neglected. They make 
much better progress, and become much better qualified to main- 
tain a respectable position in society after leaving the Institution, 


THE QUALIFICATIONS REQUISITE TO SUCCESS IN TEACHING. ' 


Keeping in mind then the three classes of difficulties that meet 
the pupil at the outset, and harrass him at every:step of hi$ pro- 
gress, a reflecting mind may comprehend in some measure thé na- 
iure and the magnitude of the teacher's undertaking, and the 
qualifications that are demanded to securea marked and decided 
measure of success. "a 
_ A liberal education and a well disciplined mind are primary re- 
quisites in those that would conduct pupils successfully through 
the latter years of the course. If this be not evidentat first sight, 
experience and observation abundantly prove it. 

In teaching the rules and idioms of language, and unfolding the 
principles of mathematics to minds in the disadvantageous condi. 
tion of the deaf-and.dumb,; in teaching them to think; aud-to exer. 
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eise their own faculties with energy and success ; in awakening and 
keeping alive new interest in- the minds of his pupils and -in ‘his 
own; in being systematic and thorough, without monotony ; and. 
in advancing his class with the necessary speed without being super- 
ficial,—the teacher will find the tax upon his own resources both 
constant and sévere. He will find ample employment for tactand 
ingenuity, for his powers of invention, of analysis, classiftoation, 
contrast and comparison. He will need both zeal and patience ; 
an affectionate and self-denying interest in his pupils; a constant 
and scrutinizing study of their minds in order to a proper under- , 
standing of their condition; an appreciative sympathy with that 
condition; years of enthusiastic and practical study of the sign 
language, and years of experience in the art ofteaching the deaf 
and dumb—of cautious experiments—of careful observation. 

He will need to make this profession his speciality, and to make 
his-reading and his study to bear upon it as directly as the phy- 
sician, the divine or the lawyer in their respective departments. 

His is no place for a self-complacent idler, nor for one who 
merely seeks a livelihood, nor for one whose ambition is for some 
other sphere of effort; but for a devoted, self-denying, enthusias- 
tic, patient, observing, studious and persevering worker. 

We have spoken mainly of intellectual qualifications as bearing 
directly upon the intellectual obstacles that have been indicated. 
It has not been our purpose at this time to set forth the enterprise 
in its other aspects—social, industrial, moraland religious. Were 
these to be considered, there would be much to say respecting the 
demand for those characteristics, that would make the daily exam- 
ple a living teacher of truth and duty. 

These may appear to be high and numerous qualifications; but 
the work to be done calls for them. Those who possess but few 
of them will certainly meet with but indifferent success. While 
those who combine many, or all of them, will accomplish most 
valuable results. 5e d 


: THE CABINET SHOP. 


The operations in the cabinet shop have been prosecuted with 
considerable degree of energy. Much of the work that. has been 
done bas been of the plainest kind, adapted mainly to familiarize 
the boys with the proper handling of tools. Very creditable Jobs 
have been executed by several of them. Considering that the 
shop was not openédiintil March 10th, 1860, that the boys were ins 
experienced in the use of. tools, and thaton an average, not over: 
three hours per day during but ten months of the year, can be 
devoted to work by them, -the result; in à pecuniary view, is more 
favorable than we anticipated.
